A MODEST PROPOSAL 


Senator U.P.U. Tightmore, (R.) of 
Redundant, Mass, has proposed what may 
well be one of the most important pieces 
of legislation pertinent to cycling since 
spark arrestors. 

The Senator suggests. that the rising 
rate of motorcycle fatalities in recent 
years is clearly the result of improper 
midriff-suspension procedures on the 
part of cyclists. 

In order to combat the careless and 
self-destructive tendency of some bike 
aficionados to ignore common safety pro- 
cedure, the legislator’s new bill would 
require that all those over the age of 15 
yrs. 7 mo., standing a minimum of 5’1’’, 
and of lower-to upper-middle-class in- 
come, last name A to L, ridingclassC-1 
vehicles (between 74 and 347 cubic centi- 
meter displacement) wear a device he 
calls the **Safety Waist Strap". 

The strap is constructed of 1/8" 
leather stock, 3'' in width, and from 22" 
to 44" in length, depending on the girth 
of the cyclist, 

At one end, the leather is rounded, and 
holes are punched 1-1/2” apart starting 
two inches in from the end of the strap, 
and continuing from 4-1/2". The other 
end is provided witha device constructed 
of a brass-magnesium-titanium alloy 
rather in the shape of a square through 
which the punched end of the strap may 
be passed and fastened by means of a 2’’ 
tang which passes through one of the 
holes provided, 

The strap would pass through cloth 
loops, fastened at intervals around the 
waistline of the rider’s pants. The brass 
device, or **buckle," would be situated 
at the cyclist’s waist, centered over 
his navel, 

The good Senator points out that one_ 
of the most obvious advantages of his 
new device would be to eliminate worry 
over the embarrassment suffered when 
a cyclist loses his pants, When one is 
not concerned about “dungaree slip- 
page,” one can concentrate with more 
facility on the road, and on handling 
the motorcycle, 

A second advantage would be the en- 
couragement of good posture, lending a 
**elean and neat’? look to the rider, (And 
who’s not concerned about image these 
days?) 

We recommend support of Senator 
Tightmore’s new bill, and suggest that 
those of you who wish to anticipate the 
legislation and purchase a waist-strap 
for you immediate use may order from 
Tightmore & Tightmore, Inc., Leather 
and Brass Good, Redundant, Mass, 








touring the Guadalupe Loop 
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Story and Photos by Bill Harmer 


In a previous “Baja Tour’ we men- 
tioned the little village of Guadalupe 
which was colonized around the turn of 
the century by a band of Russians who 
came to Baja California in search of 
religious freedom. We had been told that 
there were farm houses still standing, 
that were built in old Russian architec- 
tural styles, and tow-headed children 
were still in evidence in this little farm- 
ing community. As we had committed 
ourselves to give you a first handreport 
on this out of the way town, we decided 
to visit it on the 4th of July holiday. At 
the monthly meeting of the San Diego 
County Road Riders’ Association, we 
announced our plans and invited anyone 
who wished to join us. 

At the pre-arranged rendezvous, we 
met Bill and Linda Jackson who were 
riding a 350cc Kawasaki, Harry Teachout 
and Helen Ray on a Harley Davidson 74’ 
and Lawrence Johnson who had just taken 
delivery, from Andres’ San Diego Harley 
Davidson, of a new 74’. As atokenof our 
Independence Day celebration, we pre- 
sented each with an American flag decal 
which was immediately affixed to our 
windshields. Ten minutes after the ap- 
pointed hour we headed our BMW south 
toward the Mexican border. Uponarrival 
at the Mexican Insurance Office, just 
before the actual International gate, we 
found three other bikes, whose owners 
were purchasing insurance, Natually, we 
struck up a conversation and found they 
had read our previous tour articles and 
they asked if they could join us. Of 
course we were delighted to have them 
come along. They were; Al Baumann of 
the North Island Naval Air Station, on a 
305cc Honda, Rick Klainalso ofthe Naval 
Air Station and his buddy, Burnie Smith 
on a 500cc Suzuki and a young civilian, 
John Sweet of San Diego riding a 250cc 
Yamaha, Thus with seven bikes in our 
entourage (they got flags too), we headed 
down the Baja coast toward Ensenada. 

Our first stop was the famous Half 
Way house which is about 30 miles be- 
low the border. Here we posed for a 
group picture and had some refresh- 
ments before continuing on toward Ense- 
nada. This was our first experience as 
leader of a group of cyclists and itmade 
me appreciate the job a good road cap- 
tain does. Do you realize that if you 
make a blunder, while leadinga caravan, 
that it is multiplied by as many bikes as 
are following you? Imagine the embar- 
rassment of this old Baja traveler when 
he managed, somehow, to get the whole 
group onto a one-way offramp, going 
the wrong way. 

In the past, it has been possible to get 
on and off the new expressway toll road 
almost at will, making it possible to 





skirt the pay booths but still get the 
benefit of the beautiful 110 KPH(65 mph) 
road. Well, now you can forget it as the 
Mexican officials have blocked off some 
entrances and built new pay booths at 
others, thus eliminating the possibility 
of cheating. We were caught in this new 
system and had to go on the old road all 
the way to La Mision before getting on 
the toll road, This is the only section 
that is worth the money as it saves you 
from having to climb the torturous old 
grade over the mountains thus saving you 
several miles and perhaps a half hour’s 
time. The toll, collected as you leave 
the expressway, just before entering 
Ensenada, is 3 pesos or 24¢ which is 
pretty close to a penny a mile, 
Ensenada. was booming with tourists 
from the States, so we parked our ma- 
chines, locked our saddlebags and with 
helmets in hand started out to see the 
town. We attempted to hire a diminutive 
boot black to guard our bikes at the rate 
of $1.00 per hour. His business must 
have been pretty good because he refused 





undoubtedly the cleanest and most 
charming city in the state of Baja Cali- 
fornia, It is easily reached over high- 
ways that compare with those in the 
U.S.A, so whatever else youdo this year, 
don’t fail to-go on the Cycle News’ spon- 
sored tour to Ensenada this year. The 
date will be announced soon so keep 
watching for it in this paper, The quaint, 
“Old World’’ atmosphere and the graci- 
ous hospitality of the Mexican people will 
completely captivate you and you will 
learn to love the country as we do. The 
prices of the many items in the “Free 
Port’’ stores will please your pocketbook 
and you'll also wish that you had more 
room in your saddlebags. Miss your 
birthday, Thanksgiving Day and Christ- 
mas if you must, but whatever you do, 
don’t miss the Cycle News Ensenada 
Tour, 

Reluctantly, we left Ensenada and 
pointed our caravan north to the junction 
of Mexico highway 3 at El Sauzal, a dis- 
tance of about 6 miles, We turned off on 
3 towards ‘the northeast. Highway 3 isan 
excellent highway which has been paved 
for about "7 years. It winds gently through 
lush vineyards and olive groves and we 
notice that the air is becoming increas- 
ingly dry and warmer and little whirl 
winds are seen spinning dust devils along 
the edge of the highway. Some 17 miles 
from the junction there is a dirt road 
going west which, although unmarked, 
appeared well traveled so we inquiredat 
the tiny gas station and found that it in- 
deed was the road to the village of Gua- 
dalupe (pronounced; gwah-da-loo-pay). 
This little farming community is situa- 
ted along the Guadalupe River, which is 
generally dry. Besides the verdant wine- 


grape vineyards and dusty green olive 
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Around the turn of the twentieth cen- 
tury, a group of Russian farmers found- 
ed a colony here in search of religious 
freedom, The colonists built their homes 
and out buildings in the old Russian style, 
wore long beards and bathed in old coun- 
try type sauna baths, Up untilafewyears 
ago the old colonists were in evidence 
but they are dying off and their off- 
springs have intermingled with the Mexi- 
cans or moved to Ensenada or the U.S, 
As we were leaving town however, the 
roar of our seven cycles attracted much 
attention and we were rewarded by the 
sight of a couple of little tow-headed 
children running out to their gate to view 
the passing parade, 

Taking the lead position out of town, 
just after we had hit an extra big pot 
hole, dead center; our followers set up. 
a clamor of horn blowing so we stopped. 
We found that our styrofoam drink cool- 
er which was strapped on our luggage 
rack had literally exploded, scattering 
ice and cans of cold drinks all over the 
road. Our friends thought that our motor 
had blown and the shiny cans were engine 
parts flying out. At this point my wife 
stated that it wouldn't be very difficult 
to sell her a big Harley, after seeing the 
smooth way those "74's negotiated the 
horrible Guadalupe main street, With the 
temperature still soaring and our cold 
drink supply all but ruined, one of the 
young sailors was heard to remark, “I 
sure wish there was someplace where I 
could take off my thermal underwear’’, 
He was just back from Guam and had 
been having difficulty keeping warm but 
he admitted that at last it was hot enough, 

After another 48 miles of beautiful 
mountains and lush valleys we swung 
around a curve and there in the valley 
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Ensenada lunch stop, and helmets line the lunchroom hatrack. 


orchards the valley produces a good an- 
nual wheat crop, After a 1 milerideon a 
well travelled but extremely pot-holed 
dirt road we parked our motorcycles 
abreast; taking up more than half of the 
bróad, tree lined main street, and posed 
for another group picture. As mentioned 
before, the temperature was rising and 
without benefit of a thermometer, we 
estimated it to be in the 90 degrees so 
when someone spotted what appeared to

but offered to polish our boots for a 
dime, Linda Jackson took him up on it 
and got a pretty good job, but he took 8 
minutes which would mean that he could 
make about 75¢ an hour shining shoes. 
He must count on some big tips from the 
Gringo tourists, although he didn’t get 
one from us, 

We located a nice, clean-looking, 
Chinese owned restaurant where they 
pushed three tables together so all eleven 
of us could sit together and wehada fine 
meal, After agreeing to meetat the bikes 
in an hour we separated into groups to 
go ‘‘shopping’’. The navy boys went in 
search of fireworks, the women were at- 
tracted to the jewelry stores and we all 
found interesting items to examine and 
price. Lack of space in our saddle bags 
prevented many purchases. Ensenada is 


be a grocery store, the entire group con- 
verged upon it, to get a softdrink, There 
were some in an old refrigerator and the 
Indian girl behind the counter told us to 
help ourselves. A couple of the boys 
dished out 9 large bottles and Larry 
Johnson, who speaks Spanish, inquired 
about the price. “Un peso cada uno” was 


her reply, which is just 8¢ each. Al- 


though they deal exclusively in Mexican 
money in this remote area, sheaccepted 
our 72¢ admonishing us to return the 
bottles. 

A leveled off area is all that remains 
of the last mission to be established in 
California, Nuestra Senora de Guadalupe 
which was founded in 1834 by the Domini- 
can Fathers, The effort was short lived 
and the mission was abandoned after an 
Indian raid in 1840. 


below lay the little border town of Te- 
cate. It is difficult to learn for sure how 
Tecate became into existence, but some 
say it was a watering place for the old 
San Diego and Arizona Eastern R,R, 
which still plays an ímportant part in 
the economy of the town, The principal 
industry, however, is the famous Tecate 
brewery which is one of the largest in 
Mexico. Besides the Tecate brand they 
also manufacture Carta Blanca andother 
labels here, The border gate is open from 
8 a.m, until midnight. After a stroll 
around the plaza and another futile 
search for firecrackers, we filed by the 
U.S. Customs inspector who gave us 
only a token question, and we headed 
west, After a mile or so we hit State 94 
and were back on familiar ground, A few 
miles more on 94 and we stopped at 
Barrett Junction to partake of theirper- 
petual “А11 уои can eat’’ fish fry. Better 
acquainted now, we spent apleasanthour 
hashing and rehashing our day’s tour, 
the young sailor used the rest room to 
remove his thermal underwear, Every- 
one agreed that the **Guadalupe Loop'* 
tour was a success, and as we separated 
to go our individual ways, we felt richer 
for this experience made possible 
through the medium of motorcycles and 
motorcycling. We'll gamble that the 
friendships started on this little informal 
tour will be renewed on the Cycle News 
Tour next Fall,

THE 
450 HONDA, 
PART III: 
THE ENGINE 





By Dick Kilgroe with Peter Dworkin 


The only negative aspect of the original 
450 engine design we found, was the 
totally inept, most poorly designed, and 
incompetently ratioed gearbox we have 
ever had the misfortune to attempt to 
use for racing purposes. 

Like very other feature incorporated 
into the “heart of the rock” it proved 
surprisingly rugged, but rigidity of 
structure is quite secondary toan ability 
to function, and function it would not, 

In comparison, the new 5-speed gear- 
boxes are so nearly perfect in their 
choice of ratios, and in the improved 
linkage design that one feels almost a 
sense of guilt at assaulting the former 
model, but it is true that were it not for 
the clumsy 4-speed, the 450 could con- 
sistently finish in the first over-all win- 
ner's circle. 

The rest of the engine, however, is a 
model of reliability. We were able to 
vigorously contest the AFM 500 class for 
two seasons, covering some 30-odd road 
races, before it even needed a ring and 
valve job. Despite the fact that it was 
turned as high as 12,000 rpm consis- 
tently, the original cams, pistons, crank- 
shaft, torsion bars, and gears are still 
alive and doing well. Along with the fol- 
lowing modifications, these old faithfuls 
crank out a solid 49 hpatthe rear wheel. 


First Big Gain 


The. first performance gain we 
achieved resulted from welding up the 


Stock 450 pistons to approximately 10-1 
compression ratio. This improved the 
**out-of-the-corner'' acceleration to the 
point where our machine was able to 
compare favorably with a 40-inch Tri- 
umph, despite such negative factors as 
the corpulent figure of our racer, and 
the unmatched horrors of that stumbly 
gearbox, 

We can't remember any racing pistons 
that worked better or lasted longer than 
the reworked stock articles. 

Our next big lift came with the aid of 
the competent and knowledgeable people 
at Precision Machining whose super- 
successful extreme-duration mild-lift 
RR cam helped the 1967 250-mile pro- 
duction winner Dave Burchards and Bill 
Judkins to victory completely unaidedby 
any other engine modifications besides 
packing the torsion bars from 3 to 6lbs. 
(This procedure, incidentally, is heartily 
endorsed by us as being far preferable 
to hassling with the hangups involved in 
installing valve springs.) 

Our exhaust system can stand proudly 
next to that sweet PM cam as another 
performance booster, We utilize 2" 
header pipes, and as big an exhaust port 
as we could obtain. This exhaust port 
theory, we point out, is in violent oppo- 
sition with the ideas of other Southern 
California tuners who feel the opposite 
seat width and tiny port diameter (1- 
1/27) works better (with a high-liftcam.) 

Due to the fact that the PM cams seem 
to be powering the winning machines in 
road racing, we recommend their con- 
cept over that of some other cam manu- 
facturers whose implementation poses 
design problems due to the automatic 
increase in torsion bar tensionresulting 
from attenuated cam lift. 

The ignition system posed a problem 
which was solved only as a result of a 
rather expensive engineering job accom- 
plished by the people at Precision Ma- 
chining. The points in the original system 
tended to double-spark at around 10,500 
rpm as a result of an endemic wobble in 
the cam. This straightened itself outpast 
10,500, but the resultant cutting-out was 
a rather severe annoyance. The PM 
mechanics were able to graft a Yamaha 
100-Twin magneto onto the crank, thus 
bypassing any contact with the cam and 
its wobble at all. This results in con- 
stant, smooth performance from 5,000 
on up through 12,000 rpm; clean, strong, 
and dependable.

Though Alex began racing just over a 
year ago, he has been interested in 
motorcycles since he bought his first 
bike at the age of fifteen, He immedi- 
ately put the bike to work on his paper 
route, ‘‘Sometimes,’’? Alex grins, “Pd 
want to ride faster than I could toss 
papers. I got to where I looked forward 
to doing my route just for a chance to 
see if I could learn to toss as fast as 
І годе,” 

Alex’s first bike was more than a 
convenience for his paper route. He be- 
gan tinkering with it, learning how to 
make his own repairs. He confessed to 
being almost happy when something went 
wrong because it gave him a chance to 
experiment, Even before graduating from 
high school, he parlayed that knowledge 
into a part time job for a local Honda 
dealer, After graduation, Alex became a 
full time mechanic at the same dealer- 
Ship.

ANSWERS 


ANSWER: Cams are designed to open 

and close valves at speci- 
fic periods of a piston’s travel. For 
example if an intake cams timing 
figures as 50-60 it means that the 
cam is supposed to begin opening an 
intake valve at 50 degrees before top 
dead center and close it at 60 de- 
grees after TDC. Tools required for 
this timing are: One degree wheel 
and a dial indicator calibrated in 
thousands of an inch travel. Virtual- 
ly every engine is timed basically in 
the same method but each has its 
own peculiarities. I suggest you ob- 
tain a shop manual that pertains to 
your particular make and model.

shortened by the press to the more pro- 
nounceable Chinowski), isn’t a man to 
rest on his laurels. His Amateur class 
year has been progressing nicely, with 
several Main Event wins at Ascot, mount- 
ed on a Honda 450 and later on BSA. 

In spite of his already impressive tro- 
phy collection, Alex still considers his 
first win as his proudest moment to date.

Young, would-be racers drop by 
the Honda shop to ply Alex with ques- 
tions about the sport, **I m just a begin- . 
ner myself," he says. *«Idon'tfeel quali- 
ified to give anyone advice.

Exhaust valve opens at 80 de- 
grees before B.D.C. and closes at 
50 degrees after T.D.C. 


QUESTION: J am having a problem 

that no one seems able 
to solve. My 305 Honda burns up 
points every two or three days. I took 
it to a dealer and the condenser has 
been changed twice but the problem 
is still there. Do you have any ideas 
on what could be wrong? J.S. — Port- 
land, Ore. 


ANSWER: One cause that may have 
been overlooked is corro- 
Sive, dirty or otherwise bad connec- 
tions atthe battery.If these contacts 
are bad the alternators full load may 
be thrown to the coils, thus the points 
and poof, no points! 
QUESTION: ; have a Triumph TR6 
that I overhauled twice. 
Each time I have had the cylinder 
honed to receive new rings and now 
the piston is getting pretty loose. I 
don't want to go oversize on the pis- 
ton until it'S absolutely necessary. 
What do you think is the maximum 
clearance I should have? T.R. — 
Lawndale, Calif. 


ANSWER: .008 is the absolute limit. 

Even at that clearance you 
willrun into problems of compression 
loss and oil consumption. Possibly 
because of “blow-by” you may break 
the rings and suffer piston failure 
that could cause a lot more trouble 
than a simple one step.rebore job.

According to a pamphlet issued by the 
U.S, Department of Health, Education 
and Welare, there is evidence that 
motorcycle riders are killed and injured 
in accidents because (1) many newriders 
lack adequate training and experience in 
controlling their vehicles (2) riders have 
not been well informed of the inherent 
dangers of riding motorcycles and are 
unprepared to overcome the hazardous 
traffic situations that lead to accidents, 
injuries, and deaths; and (3) pedestrians 
or operators of other types of motor ve- 
hicles are not properly prepared to 
recognize and solve traffic problems 
involving motorcycles. 

The same pamphlet said that one study 
in this country found that 20 percent of 
the injured persons were riding the 
motorcycle for the first or second time, 
while 70 percent had either rented or 
borrowed the motorcycle. 

Studies in Europe, the pamphlet stated, 
indicate that motorcyclists have acci- 
dents more than twice as frequently 
during the first 6 months of riding ex- 
perience than they do after 6 months' 
experience. 

According to figures released by the 
Arizona Traffic Safety Division, there 
were 1,165 motorcycle accidents in 1967 
in which 983 persons were injured, 34 
of them fatally, Motor scooters were 
involved in an additional 74 accidents 
with 56 injuries and two fatalities. 

The plan to make cycle training apart 
of driver education will complement the 
new Arizona law requiring driver's li- 
censes. for cycle operators and esta- 
blishing equipment regulations which will 
take effect January 1, 1969. 

The law requires written and road 
tests be administered to cycle and scoot- 
er operators and those who pass the test 
will be issued special licenses, Appli- 
cants will have to pass the standard four- 
wheel vehicle operator's testbefore they 
will be given the two- wheel test. 

Arizona school authorities have not 
included funding for motorcycle instruc- 
tions in the budget for this school year. 
However, they are optimistic it will be 
included in next year's budget. In the 
meantime, more seminars like that held 
at the Arizona State University are 
planned this year, 


The 100ce TT Trophy Dash was an- 
other one for the Gary Bailey (Van Tech) 
record book as he was able to keep 
ahead of Dale Hopkins to take the trophy 
and the kiss from the lovely trophy girl. 
Dale Hopkins is about the biggest threat 
that Gary has in the Senior 100cc class, 
but in the Main Event, Dale pulled one of 
the oldest boo-boo’s in the game; he 
forgot to turn the petrol on and had to 
pull to the inside in the first corner, But 
he was undaunted as he got it going again 
and worked his way back up to a third 
place. In the 100cc Junior TT, the battle 
was between Dan Hazel (Yamaha) and 
Larry Heinselman, (Hodaka) with Paul 
Wilde (Yamaha) and Norman Benham 
(Hodaka), right behind them, and after 
much position changing, they finished 
in this order, 


Bailey Streak Stopped 


In the 250ce TT Trophy Dash, off the 
line, it was Gary Bailey (Greeves) taking 
the lead, and it looked like it was going 
to be another domination of the Dashès 
by Gary who for the last four times out 
has taken both the 100cc and the 250cc 
Dashes, when suddenly as he came over 
the jump and set up for the right-hander, 
he lost his adhesion and went down, This 
was what Paul Coberly (Bultaco) needed, 
and he jumped into the lead and held it 
all the way to the checkered flag and the 
win, he was given a huge ovation by the 
crowd as he accepted his trophy and his 
kiss from the trophy girl. Gary came 
back to push his Greeves to a win in the 
250cc Senior TT Main, with Eddie Walker 
(Triumph) finishing second, For Paul 
Coberly, it wasa perfect nightas he came 
back on his Bultaco after winning the 
Trophy Dash to take the win in 250cc 
Junior TT, staying ahead of R.W, Ring 
(Husqvarna), who finished second. Robert 
Millner (Bultaco) was able to move into 
third place ahead of fourth man Steve 
Gardner (Bultaco), 

The action happens every Thursday, 
and the excitement is growing with the 
entry lists, and it is a good way to stay 
in shape during the week, Another rumor 
confirmed is that the track is thinking of 
running Mini-Bike TT races on Friday 
night if there is enough interest in it, so 
anyone who would like to try it, give the 
Trojan track a call, The phone number 
is in the calendar of events and in their 
ad for the Class A Speedway on Sunday 
night.

TIJUANA, B.C., Mex., Aug. 18 — The TT 
races here had a definite interstate, as 
wellas an international flavor as motor- 
cycle riders from at least two states and 
Mexico converged on the Autodromo de 
Tijuana in unexpected numbers to pit 
their skills and machines against each 
other in torrid combat, It was evident at 
an early hour that Carlos Iribe’s staff of 
bi-lingual Mexican workers, although 
more than willing, were inadequate for 
the job of handling the more than 150 
aspirants who came to race, 

The Autodromo Association owes a 
big vote of thanks to Earl Roloff of the 
Experts M,C, of San Diego, who took 
over utter chaos and whipped the pro- 
gram into an only slightly confusing 
afternoon, Most of the difficulties were 
caused by lack of communication between 
the Mexicans and Americans. No one 
became angry, just frustrated, Earl, who 
has but one arm, was doing more, one 
handed, than any average two people 
could do, using both hands. He sat in the 
blazing sun, scoring every heat, until his 
forehead took on the color of a baboon’s 
back side, besides keeping his son’s and 
step-son’s 3 cycles operative, Between 
the two boys they won four trophies, He 
is really an exceptional man and the 
Experts М.С, should feel secure with 
Earl running the show on the forthcoming 
100 ce Gran Prix, 

Since the. 50cc race is a very popular 
class in Mexico we were looking forward 
to a good contest between the pride of 
Mexicali, Oscar Lujan, and the Dehesa 
dynamo, Earl Roloff Jr. As the bikes 
lined up for the start it was noticed that 
young Lujan was not in the group, At that 
time a distinguished Mexican gentleman 
approached us and told us in pleasantly 
accented English that his son, Oscar Jr., 
had been hit by an automobile while 
riding on the street in Mexicali and had 
received a broken leg and severe facial 
cuts and would be unable to race for some 
time. He gave me his card which indi- 
cated that he is the Mexicali Honda 
dealer. 


Roloff Rolls 


Little Earl Roloff captured the 50cc 
races easily on his Yamaha, The 2nd 
place was captured by #17 whom we were 
unable to identify and third place was 
secured by a boy named Ortega from 
Mexicali. (At this time it might be well to 
mention that the registration cards with 
full names and make of bikes were locked 
in one car, and the scoring sheets inan- 
other, and the only car, that the owner 
was there, contained only the scoring 
sheets. Because of this the results are 
necessarily sketchy with a great deal 
left to memory.) 

The 500cc and Open Novice classes 
were combined and divided into heats, 
semis and Main Events, Tim Leque rac- 
ing his new 360 Bultaco for the first time 
won his heat race and Dick Ribley on 
Mike Garrett’s Norton took his heatrace 
and things began to look like a bang-up

MEETS

LOTS OF BIZ AT AUGUST 
RRC MEETING 


No lack of a quorum slowed down the 
August 5th meeting of the Southern 
California Road Riders Committee when 
Chairman J.M, Jones gavelled ittoorder 
at 8:25 p.m. The room was fairly filled 
and the business proceeded at a brisk 
rate. 


Apology 

The Chairman initiated proceedings 
by apologizing to the Silver Eagles M.C, 
for the Chair’s failure to recognize them 
at the July 15 special meeting. Jones an- 
nounced that the Chair would no longer 
tolerate individual discussions while an- 
other representative held the floor. He 
also asked that any representative de- 
siring recognition please stand. Most of 
the representatives failed to overcome 
‘their shyness and would stand only to 
speak, continuing to raise their hands to 
attract the Chair's attention, Chairman 
Jones swung à mean gavel throughout 
the evening, but the cyclists seemed to 
appreciate being able to clearly hear the 
speakers, 

Arrangements for the Pine ConeRally 
were reviewed by Howard Eble of the 
Highway Kings and the final details tied 
up, The site at Greenhorn Mountain 
Proved to be unsatisfactory when the E- 
Board inspected it early in July a suit- 
able ground was found at Democrat Hot 
Springs between Bakersfield and Lake 
Isabella on the Kern River, 

The Referee presented a letter from 
the AMA denying the RRC, AMA Tour 
Awards for the Pine Cone Event, Mr. 
Berry stated that only one tour per year 
in any District could be allowed to 
present tour awards. 

The big Pine Cone dinner will be 
served Saturday evening August 31, with 
most of the activities occurring Sunday. 
Trophies are seheduled to be awarded 
Sunday evening at 7 p.m. The Democrat 
Hot Springs emergency telephone number 
for cyclists attending the Pine Cone 
Rally is (805) FAirview 2-0087. 

At the special meeting RRC Referee 
Bill Miller predicted that the RRC would 
again need their own police force to 
control the rowdies and outlaws at the 
rally. Chairman Jones appointed Miller 
as Chief and he called for volunteer 
Indians to meet at his home to lay out 
plans and strategy. 

Approved prices for Pine Cone were 
$2.75 mail-in and $3.50 post entries with 
children (under 14) $1.75, Meal-only 
tickets will be available for $2.00 at 
the post, 

Over sixty trophies will be given most- 
ly for fun and games type contests. 
Bikes will not be judged in the dress 
competition, but clubs and individuals 
will be eligible, 


Many Questions 

Several questions were posed to the 
body by some of the representatives and 
were explained and answered. The Over- 
landers M,C, asked why the RRC was 
allowed 2 point runs during the year when 
all member clubs were allowed only one. 
Chairman Jones explained that Pine Cone 
is the original treasury builder rally for 
the RRC and was the first point run, The 
Spring Tour is a benefit for the City of 
Hope and was made a point event to en- 
courage rider participation. 

All clubs received a Rainbow flyer 
from Worthington, Ohio and the Over- 
landers wondered why? 

“The RRC is here tohelp every club,’’ 
said one officer. 

“The AMA did it,” Rainbow repre- 
sentative J. Boaz retorted, “any club 
can send their flyers to the AMA with 
the proper postage and the AMA will 
remail them to all 97 chartered clubs in 
the District in lieu of releasing the list 
of District 37 clubs,” 

Some discussion of how valuable a 
mailing of Road Rider announcements to 
competition clubs would be, followed with 
no firm conclusions, The Raínbows M.C, 
stated that they were happy with the 
service, 


Lost Money 


The Rebel Rousers M.C, pointed out 
what was thought to be an error on the 
calendar designating the wrong run as 
their point event, It was recalled that a 
former representative of the Rousers had 
chosen the date indicated on the calendar. 

The Ace of Clubs expressed the opinion 
that the point status of a run is over- 
estímated and cited the Rebel Rouser's 
extremely poor turnout as a prime ex- 
ample. The Toppers M.C., confirmed that 
the point status didn’t help their run one 
bit. The Referee pointed out that many 
riders expected an overnighter. Chair- 
man Jones charged the representatives 
with failing to read the RRC minutes to 
their clubs as one reason for the riders 
not knowing of the Rebel Rousers 
changes. He also pointed out that the 
Topper's Big Bear Run is an established 
event, 

Hal Brown of the California Eagles 
stated that there were no Rebel Rouser 
flyers available in the Long Beach area, 
The Overlanders mentioned a lack of 
flyer mailings. Further discussion re- 
vealed that many of the clubs are using a 
mailing list that is obselete by 3 to 5 
years, Sherman Ames stated that the 
RRC mailing list has been used only 5 
times this year. His wife, Rosemay, of 
the Norwalk Centaurs M.C. keeps the 
RRC mailing list current to within 15 
days of the last ruri, Buckner of the Play- 
boys recalled that there was a $10 de- 
posit ($5 refunded on return) for the use 
of the RRC list and it couldn't be taken 
to the club's meeting house. Sherman 
disclosed that the previously approved 
practice of charging had been abandoned 
and all any RRC member had to do was 
request it, He did insist on a club mem- 
ber picking it up personally so he would 
know who to come after if the list wasn't 
returned. The discussion was ended with 
the Referee calling for the Orders of 
the Day. 


New Members 


Road riding clubs practically fell all 
over themselves to get membership in 
the RRC. The Never Readies of River- 
side, the Channel Riders M.C. of West 
Covina, and the California Eagles of Long 
Beach requested and were re-instated to 
the RRC, The Majestics M.C. of Bell 
Gardens were accepted into membership 
on recommendation of the E- Board, The 
Golden Eagles M.C. and the Crusaders 
of So. Calif. M,C. requested E-Board 
approval for future membership. 

Old Business 


A motion by Ames brought a by-laws 
change from the table, to-wit: “Any club 
whose representatives fail to attend 50% 
of the regularly scheduled meetings 
shall forfeit calendar privileges,” The 
motion passed with only 2 votes opposed. 

Representatives should add the above 
by-law to their Constitutionas paragraph 
#4 of Section A of Article II, (By-laws, 
Page 2). 


Shut Up and Be Quiet 


When being discussed, the by-law had 
not yet been assigned a place in the con- 
stitution, When the Cycle News reporter 
requested the section number for the 
record, RRC Referee Bill Miller in- 
quired just what club the reporter repre- 
sented. Not accepting the explanation that 
the reporter and Cycle News were in 
effect representing all clubs and several 
hundred road riding outriders inaddition 
to the club members unable to attend the 
meetings, he further challenged the re- 
porter’s propriety in asking for correct 
information. 

Immediately the Rebel Rousers rose to 
the defense of the press and castigated 
the referee for his poor taste and dis- 
courteous manner, When the Rebel Rou- 
ser finished the other clubs gave him a 
round of applause, 

The motion to penalize non-payers of 
the $20 assessment was riot brought from 
the table for action, but the four clubs 
not yet paying the assessment; the Jas- 
pers, Playboys, Rejects and California 
Rainbows M.C., were specifically ques- 
tioned on their intention to pay. One re- 
plied that they intended to pay as soonas 
they had a business meeting, 


New Business 


Chuck Buckner of the Playboys M,C. 
moved to deposit all of the proceeds 
from the club assessments intoa special 
fund reserved solely to help defray Dis- 
trict 37’s representative’s convention 
costs, Treasurer Ames objected to the 
motion as the prospect for a profitable 
rally was not certain and it would be 
more proper to re-introduce the motion 
at the September meeting instead of try- 
ing to set up elaborate rules at this time. 

Dow Hess of the Overlanders M,C. 
termed the whole idea ‘‘Ridiculous!’’ 


The Playboys are in an unique position 
as a member of both the Sports Commit- 
tee and the Road Riders Committee. 
Their Representatives stated that in spite 
of Bill Adam’s statements to the contrary 
(made at a meeting when the RRC’s low 

treasury was bemoaned), the Sports Com- 
mittee’s allowance would not cover actual 
costs and loss of income Bill and his 
family will experience while the repre- 
sents the District at the convention. The 
motion was defeated with only 3 ayes, 
Operation Motorcycle 

The Overlanders restated an oldstory 
— namely that the Operation Motorcycle 
Blood Bank Chairman could not be reach- 
ed by telephone. His refusal to issue 
blood also entered into the discussion 
which concluded with the RRC Chairman 
to contact Ken Jones for a report on 
blood bank status and a solution to the 
communications problem, 

The Artesia Pioneers M.C. and the 
Whittier Rejects M.C. tendered their 
resignations from the RRC and the body 
accepted them, 

Two by-law changes were read and 
automatically tabled until the September 
meeting when they will come up for dis- 
cussion, amendment and action, Decker 
of the Topper's M.C. was the author 
of both: 

1. Any club not represented by at least 
one representative at 50% of RRC 
meeting shall be dropped from the 
RRC, 

2. Any club not paying the$20,00assess- 
ment shall immediately be dropped 
from the RRC,

Students between 16 and 18 will be per- 


mitted to enroll if they have success- ' 


fully completed driver training and driv- 
er education courses, Students under 21 
must have parental consent, Fees willbe 
$5.00 for those under 21 and $10,00 for 
those over that age. Training is designed 
for those totally new to motorcycle riding 
but also includes information and prac- 
tice in safe operation which is useful to 
those who wish to expand their under- 
Standing of the machine and its possi- 
bilities, К 

The course includes both classroom, 
with lecture, films and discussion, and 
actual riding practice, Students will be 
able to practice their skills on several 
different motorcycles which are being 
furnished by the industry for class use, 

The program is being publicized 
through the high schools, service and 
civic clubs and motorcycle dealer or- 
ganizations, A speakers bureau has been 
organized by Dean Willard Edwards, 
Chairman of Citizens Motorcycle Edu- 
cation Committee, to present informa- 
tion on motorcycle safety and the train- 
ing program to these groups, 

Although classes will initially be held 
only at the Woodland Hills campus, it is 
Planned that additional classes will be 
formed at other locations in the Los 
area, Ventura and the Antelope Valley if 
demand in those locations warrant them.
